A further slant on the 1922 re- 
sults was given by the committee's 
figures on the aggregate vote 
Congressional districts, in that it 
showed the Republicans had a 
plurality of 2,523,681 over the 
Democrats in States not embraced 
in the “solid South,” as against 
7,018,271 plurality, in the same 
States in 1920. 

If the Republican committee's 
figures prove anything at all be- 
yond popularity of certain individ- 
val candidates like “Al” Smith in 
New York, Edwards in New Jer.

FARM WORK HELPS 


The big, blue grass farm tract 
serves as the chief means of help-/ 
ing students to earn their tuition. 
Few of them have sufficient funds 
to get through the year without 
earning some money for them- 
- selves, but In this college where 
students come for study rather 
than for the social activities; work 
is looked upon neither as a hard- 
ship nor as a disgrace. The stu- 
dents run a creamery where best 
grade butter ils produced and sold.

“The Lincoln Memorial Univer- 
sity is the only hope of the people 
for 150 miles in anw direction from 
its doors,” says Dr. John W. Hill, 
Chancellor of the university.

Chaldean Ruins of Ur Said 
to Antedate King Tut by 
Thousands of Years 


CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

LONDON, March 18.—Excava- 
tion at Ur of the Chaldean in Me- 
sopotamia promoted by the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania and the 
British Museum are revealing rec- 
ords of a civilization which existed 
Gfty centuries ago and which may 
be found to reach back twice that 


today. 

It is definitely known the ruins 
of the vast city once trod by the 
patriarch Abraham are there, for 
tentative shafte sunk over a wide 
expanse have yielded relics of a 
civilization which were already 
hoary with age when Tutenkha- 
mun reigned at Thedes. It is 
that after Abraham ieft 
there came a long period of 
difficulties. The impending col- 
lapse of the dynasty probably was 
the reason for Abraham's fight. 

The British Museum today said 
they were hopeful the search now 
under way would bring to light 

which Abraham lieft and 
that the explorers would recover 
the world’s first and oldest library 
of original works on history, reli- 
gion, art, law and science, so it 
would be possible to reconstruct 
narratives of the lives of men in 
this cradie of civilization who lived 
perhaps 10,000 years ago. 

The intention is to excavate to 
the frat record of occupancy, at Ur. 
Scholars believe, when the work is 
completed, it may corroborate the 
story of man's creation as told in 
Genesis. 


ANCIENT LAND CLAIM 
BOOK IS UNEARTHED 


FRENCH AND SPANISH GRANTS 
AS EARLY AS 1710 
ARE ENTERED

An ancient book filled with pri- 
vate land claims under French and 


Spanish grants in Alabama, Louisi- 
ana and Mississippi dating back 
as early as 1710, has just been 
unearthed at Montgomery. Ala..

Department of the Interior. 

e date of one of the first rec- 
ords in the book is Aug. 8, 1764, 
and is addressed to “the commis- 
sioner of land claims east of the 
Pearl River.” In it a patent to 
land on Dauphin Island is given to 
one Robert Farmer, quoting from 
the original French claim ng 
the signature of Bienville, the fua- 
mous French colonizer and ex- 
plorer of 1712. 

Other similar records of his- 
toric value with translations from 
original French and Spanish «rants 
are contained in the old volume. 
Most of the documents begin with 
these words: “We, 


“Done at Fort Louisa in Louisiana 
this 20th day of December, 1710.” 
This was the oldest date found in 
the book. 

G. W. Billings, an official of the 
general land Office, and P. R. 
Halien, chief clerk of the Baton 
Rouge (La.) Land Office. discov- 
ered the book and recently sent 
it to Washington to be preserved 
in the United States Department 
of Archives and History.

North; Lands South 


Fierce Gales Give Crew Hard 
Battle for Life 


Vessel Reaches Harbor After 
Stirring Voyage 


Saflormen are certain that a finx 
is in the wake of the fleet of safl- 
ing craft returning to Les Angeles 
Harbor in the jumber trade. Seven 
of these white-winged flyers have 
been in distress during the past 
few weeks while either en route to 
or from the lovzal port. But wheth- 
er or not you are superstitious you 
will have to admit that none of 
these 4 heve a more colorful 
story of misfortune than the fa- 
mous old barkentine Makaweli— 
the ehip that -alled north and ar 
rived south. 

Twenty-one years ago the Maka- 
weil, a four-master, was built for 
a band of geswashbucklers who 
called themselves the Barkentine 
| Makaweli Company. They made 
| several fortunes out in the Eouth 
Seas with the old craft and their 
tricks were turned in such a way 
that out there “Makaweli” became 
synonymous with adventure and 
dare-deviltry. For several years 
.the Makawel!l has been laid up at 
San Francisco. Today she is an- 
chored in the Outer Harbor here 
after departing from Gan 
for Gray's Harbor on Febuary 17 
and not getting there 

RIDES OUT GALES 

Instead, twenty days later she 
put into Los Angeles Harbor; with 
a great rt of her and 
part of her sails gone; her mate 
with a broken leg and half of the 
crew incapacitated; with thirteen 
feet of water in her hold and stil! 
gaining. She had been 850 miles 
offshore, in danger of going on the 
rocks three times and rode through 
four northwest gales. The cap- 
tain’s wife and three small chil- 
dren were on board throughout 
the cruise. Gray's Harbor is 700 
miles north of Gan Francisco, Los 
Aneaine Harbor is 368 miles to the 
south. 

Eighteen days out, with three 
men seriously injured and his craft 
in dangerous shape, Capt. A. P. 
Petterson got the Makawel!l with- 
in sight of the San Francisco 
lAghtship in an attempt to reach 
port. As is the custom when sa 
windjammer is sighted off The 
Heads, two tugs were dispatched 
from San Francisco to pick her up. 
But before the tug reached her 
the Makawelia had been blown out 
of sight to the southward. 6an 
Francisco Gallies the next morning 
ran long accounts of the “rum run- 
ner” sighted off The Heads and 
which disappesred when 4p- 


TROUBLE BEGINS 

Trouble started the first day out. 
Under the swell ef the breeze off 
the Faralones the royal and topgsal. 
lant halyards parted and a falling 
block struck a seaman on the b 
injuring him severely. The fol- 
lowing day the royal clew line 
parted and the falling block struck 
another seaman on the head. He 
remained unconscious for several 
hours. The skip sprung a leak and 
water gained on the pumps at the 
rate of thirteen inches every four 
hours. Rigging and sails parted 
under the gale. On the eixth day 
out, February 23, the gale 
creased and blew the Makaweii 
hundreds of miles to the south. 
Heré are excerpts from her log: 

“February 23—Northwest gales, 
hove to, took In lower topsall, dou- 
ble reefed mainsail and mizzen and 
set three-cornered spanker to keep 
her off land.
